M i l w auk e e . May 25.—Tho Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ ass xda tion held a 
meeting at which it was declared that the 
street railway strike boycott had produced 
a reign of terror unlike anything known 
before in the city’s history, and that 
method of forcing a settlement of the 
strike was strongly condemned.

violating the law 
I he mayor issued a 
a proclamation such as suggested. 
Yesterday was the llrxt Sunday that the 
Milwaukee Electric Railway and Light 
company operated its ears since the strike 
was inaugurated. 
During the day there 
were no disturbances, but last night cars 
were freely stoned and egged througrout 
the city. Several motormen and a police­ 
man were struck with stones and had to 
be removed to hospitals. At large mob of 
Poles gathered at Lee and Bremen streets 
and attacked the oars and ollicers. 
Policeman Kruse was stabbed and seven 
nrrests were made. 
Several cars were 
pelted with bottles containing blue vitriol 
and muriatic acid and the clothing of 
what few passengers rode on them were > 
ruined. There were many arrests through- j 
out the city. 
The patronage on cars does 
not improve and there is no improvement 
in the general boycott of business men 
sympathizing with the company.

I went lirst to Am­ 
sterdam, named after amst r, a river, 
while " d a m ” means “ dik e. ” 
Holland 
is mostly dik es, you must k now, and 
along the dik es and every where else, ex­ 
cept In cities, are m a n y , many wind­ 
mills. Indeed in Laandarn, a little place 
near Amsterdam, there are said to be 
400 windmills. 
In Brock the streets are all 
m a d e < f 
little red brick s, very pretty and very | 
clean. We went into a farmhouse tie re, j 
and 1 had a glass of the, sweetest milk . 
After I had the milk we went into the j 
barn. The barn was under the same roof 
as the house. 
If was long and narrow 
and had a pretty carpet on the floor. By 
the cows’ stalls, which were on one side, 
ran a wide iron trough. 
In this they 
k ept the w ater for the cows. 
The .stall 
floors were 
c ov e r e d with sawdust, made 
in pretty patterns, and they had a ring 
in the wall to tie their tails up on, so 
as not to get them dirty. It was the odd­ 
est and cleanest place I ev< r saw. 
Then we went to Mark en. This is the 
first year they have had a minister or 
doctor at Mark en.

The .Moon. 
In the opinion of Professor Asaph 
Hall, as recently expressed, the problem 
of the physical constitution of the moon 
is one that yet remains to be solved. Of 
the “ craters, ” scattered all over her sur­ 
face, the volcanic theory of formation 
fails, he think s, t<» be satisfactory. 
An 
other notion to which he refers is that, 
ages ago, the moon was surrounded by 
sw arms of “ moonlets,' which eventual­ 
ly were precipitated upon the moon's 
surface, forming the craters now seen. 
Thus, the Mare Imbrium was created 
by the impact of a huge 
1110011 let, HO 
miles in diameter, which, m strik ing, 
was raised to such a high temperature 
as to melt its substance. 
An immense 
hole or crater being formed where it 
struck , the molten material of theuioon- 
let spread in every direction for a vast 
distance, partly filling up other craters; 
fragments flew do distances of a thou 
sand miles, scoring out deep furrows, 
one of the latter, as now seen, being 187 
miles long, 10 to 2.5 miles broad, and 
with a depth of 11,000 feet. 


Power ( on# » J iL>ptlon In Pia no Pla ying 
The amount of power expended in 
playing on a piano has recently been 
figured out in a way which, if not alto­ 
gether accurate, is at least interesting. 
Commenting on the statement made 
that “ it requires more h rce to sound a 
note gently ou this instrument than it 
does to lift the lid of a k ettle,” Tho 
American Art Journal says that this is 
“ easy to verify if one tak es a small 
handful of coins and piles them on a 
k ey of the piano. 
When a sufficient 
quantity is piled on to mak e a note 
sound, they may be weighed and the 
figures will be found to be true. 
If the 
pianist is playing fortissimo, a much 
greater force is needed 
At times a force 
of six pounds is thrown upon a single 
k ey to produce a solitary effect. 
With 
chords the force is generally spread over 
the various notes sounded simultaneous­ 
ly, though a greater output of force is 
undoubtedly expended. 
This is what 
gives pianists the wonderful strength in 
their fingers that is often commented on. 
“ A story used to be told of Paderew­ 
sk i that he could crack a pane of French 
plate glass half an inch thick merely by 
placing one hand upon it as if upon a 
k eyboard and strik ing it sharply w ith 
his middle finger. 
Chopin’s lust study 
in C minor hart a passage which tak es 
two minutes and five seconds to play. 
The total pressure brought to bear on 
this, it is estimated, is equal to three , 
full tons. 
Tho average ‘tonnage’ of an ; 
hour’s piano playing of Chopin’s music 
varies from 12 to 8 4 tons. 
“ Wagner has not yet been calculated 
along these lines. ” —Cassier’s; Magazine.

Holler Scale. 
A very novel method of getting rid of 
icale in a boiler is credited by a Boston 
paper to an engineer in that city. 
The 
scale came from the use of well water. 
The feed pipe enters the front of the 
boiler just about the water line, and has 
slots cut in it about an eighth of an 
inch wide, instead of tho ordinary spray­ 
ing method of distributing the water, 
und surrounding the feed pipes is a 
larger pipe, about 0 inches in diameter 
and cut away at the top; the feed water 
enters the boiler and discharges through 
the slots m the feed pipe, depositing all 
th« ' foreign matter in the water into 
this catch pipe instead of into the boiler 
—the success of the plan depending 
upon having a high temperature of feed 
at about the boiling point, when the 
solids held in suspension or solution in 
water will be deposited.

SOME RESULTS OF ROMANCES IN THE 


SHOW BUSINESS. 


The First Heal Living Skeleton, His Wife 
and Their Three Skin and Bone Sous. 
An OU1 Museum and Side Show Man­ 
ager Taps His Memory Tank. 


According to 
Manag er T. E. Tackett 
of the Bijou theater, Isaac W. Sprague 
was the first unnaturally or abnormally 
thin skin and bones man to be exhibit­ 
ed to the public 
under the title of a 
“ living skeleton.’’ 
It was during the 
palmy day s of B aruum ’s Greatest Show 
on Earth, and while that celebrated 
showman was raking the continents in 
search of curiosities in 1864. 
Incident­ 
ally Mr. Sackett was in those day s with 
Tony Pastor. Mr. Sackett was acting as 
doortender, manager 
and all around 
man for Pastor. He had previously been 
out with 
Millife Christine, 
the 
two 
headed girl, and had an ey e out for 
freaks. 
When The Tony Pastor show 
reached Florida, Stone & M urray ’s cir 
cus came there. 
The old inhabitants 
will remember Stone & M urray ’s show. 
It 
was 
contemporaneous with 
Dan 
Rice’s, Thay er & Noy es’ and afterward 
w ith the John Robinson circus. 
With 
Stone & Murray was Isaac W. Sprague, 
the living skeleton. 
Mr. Spragne had 
been discovered by Baruum in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
He was the first living skele­ 
ton on record since the discovery of the 
world by Adam. 
And Sprague was 
a 
real living skeleton too. 
He was noth­ 
ing but skin and bones, y et he was 
healthy and jolly . 
In 1865 Barnum collected several cu­ 
riosities, including Sprague, and sent 
them for a tour of the world. 
Sprague 
w.as the big card. 
Next to him was a 
skeleton woman, nearly as attenuated 
as Sprague, whose name has escaped 
the wonderful 
memory of Showman 
Sackett. 
Among the other freaks with 
which Barnum expected to and did as­ 
tonish the world was Joy ce Heth, the 
colored woman he picked up in the 
south, supposed to bo 125 y ears old; the 
“ woolly horse,” and Annie Swan, the 
first giantess ever on exhibition. 
Sprague, on the steamer going over 
to London, fell desperately in love with 
the skeleton woman. 
She returned his 
affection, and, according to Manager 
Sackett, who was on the voyage, it was 
a sight for the sentimental to observe 
the billing and cooing of these attenuat­ 
ed specimens of Pharaoh’s “ lean kino. ” 
The outre love aftair gave Barnum a 
business hint, which he was not slow to 
take advantage of. 
On their arrival in 
dear old “ Lunnon” the showman adver­ 
tised and heralded the astounding fact 
far and wide that on a certain day fin re 
could be seen at St. James hall (where 
they were .‘•bowing) s< mething that the 
world had never before witnessed, nam e­ 
ly, the marriage of two living, breath­ 
ing skeletons. 
He also announced the 
fact that never before in the annals of 
show business had such a thing as the 
wedding of 
freaks been performed in 
public. 
This was a fact too. 
Of the enthusiastic crowds which such 
a unique announcement drew, or the 
interesting conduct of the living skele­ 
tons, wedded in the presence of “ as­ 
sembled thousands,” Manager Sackett 
is silent. 
But he tells of a fact, how­ 
ever, which is of such interest that it 
was recorded in 
medical works, but 
never before has seen the light of news­ 
paper publication. 
That was that a 
y ear after the marriage of the skeletons 
the wife bore a child which also was a 
“ living skeleton. ” 
Stranger still to relate— but Sackett 
stakes his fortune on the truth of jj it— 
two other children were also born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Sprague, and they were 
also of the skeleton mold. 
For many 
y ears afterward 
the parents traveled 
with their unnaturally thin offspring, 
and added to the stock of the w orld’s 
astonishment, including both crowned 
heads and those that were bald. 
The 
original Sprague and his wife are dead, 
but the three skeleton children, now 
y oung men, are showing about the coun­ 
try , healthy , happy and rich. 
This is the only case or succession of 
cases in medical annals where a father 
and mother transmitted the disease of 
wasting atrophy to theii offspring. 
Mr. Sackett nls" t'dl." of another weird 
cast* that came und* t hi- observation in 
his peregrinating * i »\v day s. 
Major 
Burnell, a celebrated showman of the 
Mxties, found a pair of freak twins in 
the south, th * ofY.-pri ig of colored peo­ 
ple. One of the twins, a boy, was black 
a.- Kongo stock. 
The other, a girl, was 
a pure albino. 
Tin muj *r enuagod the 
twins for his show and exhibited them 
for y ears 
The albino girl grew up and 
married an albino in the west. 
The 
offspring of the marriage was a baby as 
black as the ace of spades. 
Of course 
this enhanced 
the showing price of 
Charley and his albino wife, and Major 
Burnell increased their salaries accord­ 
ingly . 
D. K. Prescott was the discoverer of 
the far famed sleeping Beauty , whom 
he found in Tennessee in the sixties. He 
brought her to St. Louis. 
She was a 
y oung girl of surpassing beauty , with 
but one fault discoverable. 
She slept 
time tenths of the time. 
She was the 
greatest puzzle the medical men had 
ever seen. 
It was one of these latter 
who deprived her mother of a fortune 
and Prescott of one of his most popular 
curiosities. 
The y oung doctor was left 
alone in the showroom one day while 
the beauty was sleeping as usual. 
His 
curiosity prompted him to tak eout his 
lancet and puncture her arm. The blood 
'tarred < ut and the 1 eauty awoke with 
a scream. 
Her mother rushed in from 
an adjoining room. 
Seeing the blood 
flowing from her daughter’s arm. she 
tainted away . 
This ended the showing 
of the Sleeping Beauty . 
Her mother 
took her home, and -he never - 1,7 pt in 
public any more. —Buffalo vJcfirtftf.
